Make no mistake about this show — 
it's going to be regular vaudeville, 
and if Harry Jordan, the manager of 
Keith's Philadelphia Theatre, knew 
what was coming off here in our town 
next Monday night he'd be at the 
stage door of the Arcade Theatre 
with a handful of signed-up con- 
tracts, already for Narberth's talent- 
ed vaudevillians to fill in their own 
figures the minute the show was over. 

There's no use trying to picture 
with mere words just what's on the 
program; it couldn't be done. The 
only way to make sure of seeing the 
big all-star show is to be on hand 
early, next Monday night, and get a 
good seat.

After Miss Helen Wilson, teacher of 
music at the Narberth Public School, 
had suns delightfully and Miss Mel- 
chior n-A read a selection about an 
implusive mother, who inadvisedly 
applied to her offsprings a "new- 
fangled" method of raising children, 
as recommended by an editor of a 
woman's magazine, Mr. Irwin B. Will- 
iams, Deputy Commissioner of 
Forestry for the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, was introduced by Mr. McCar- 
ter, president of the school board. 

Mr. Williams talked for more than 
an hour about forestry in Pennsyl- 
vania: The waste, the exploitation 
and the conservation. The pictures he 
used in illustrating his talk were 
particularly interesting and showed 
with vividness the masterful work of 
our forestry department. Mr. Will- 
iams' ability as a fluent talker and his 
full acquaintanceship with his sub- 
ject added materially to the attrac- 
tiveness of his lecture. 

The story of forestry in Pennsyl- 
vania reads like a romance. So 
fascinating did it seem to the people 
present that the Community Club has 
arranged to have Mr. Williams send 
literature on the subject to the man- 
ager for publication in this paper. 

Briefly, it was told, how when Will- 
iam Penn first came to America, he 
was so impressed with the woodlands 
of our Commonwealth that he named 
it Penn's Woods. Clearfield, Penna., 
was given its name because it was the 
only clearing in the dense forests. 
Other places were named because of 
their particular wealth of woodlands. 

As early as 1794 land speculation In 
Pennsylvania began and thirty-five 
years later wholesale exploitation of 
our timberlands had its inception. 
For years following, the woodlands 
were ravaged by hungry fortune seek- 
ers and it was during this time that 
damage almost irreparable was done. 
The woodsmen took only the perfect 
trees. If a tree were felled and found 
to have the slightest blemish, it was 
left untouched, despite the fact that 
it contained many feet of perfect 
timber. In selecting the finest speci- 
mens, saplings and immature trees 
were cut down to facilitate the work. 
Hemlocks were felled for their bark 
alone, while the stems were left in 
the woods to rot. Such was the 
prodigal waste. At that time and un- 
til 1640 Pennsylvania stood first as a 
timber State. To-day it stands twen- 
ty-one. 

The Forestry Department is restor- 
ing the timber and the methods it em- 
ploys are most interesting. With

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

(1) That on and after December 
1st, 191G, no person will be admitted 
to the Y. M. C. A. Building without 
showing a membership ticket or be- 
ing known as a member in good stand- 
ing.

These are not serious and 
can easily be cleared up. As all of 
these organizations have a common 
object, namely, the gpod of the town, 
and the uplift of the young people, 
there should be no difficulty in get- 
ting together in regard to details. 
The Y. M. C. A. has the best wishes 
of the Civic Association for the con- 
tinued success of its work, and for a 
happy issue to its financial plans. "We 
commend membership in the Y. M. C.

And incidentally, those bats were 
one grand little idea, and to think it 
originated with Ted Dold, than whom 
there isn't a quieter and more retiring 
rooter in the whole burg. But that's 
the peculiar thing about base ball— 
the extraordinary effect it has upon 
otherwise peace-loving citizen. 

But quite aside from Mr. Dold and 
his machine gun novelty, it was, a3 
a former prominent resident of 
Archey road once said: "A gr-r-and 
occasion." From the moment of 
Toastmaster Stites' well-known "be 
seated, gentlemen," until the final 
words fell from the silver tipped 
tongue of Colonel Guyon Gray, it was 
a big evening. 

The diners numbered considerably 
more than a hundred and were seated 
at two long tables, which, to borrow 
the favorite phrase of the editor of 
the Small Town Bugle, "literally 
groaned under the weight of the 
good things.'' 

To add to the gayety of the affair 
a singer and accompanist, operating 
up near the stage, filled the air with 
popular songs, in which everybody 
joined, as the spirit moved them.

began calling on the "poor wretches" 
I who were scheduled to "make a few 
well chosen remarks." 
| These included Frank C. Nieweg, 
i of the Interborough League of Dela- 
ware county, who referred to base 
I ball as the great democratic sport of 
j the country ; Rev. Chris. G. Koppel, 
Harry Jacobs, E. A. Muschamp, 
Guyon Gray, Fred Rose, president of 
the Main Line League, and J. Howard 
Berry, the University of Pennsylvania 
foot ball star, and Andy Emanuel, one 
of the star sleuths of the Philadel- 
phia Detective Bureau. All the 
speakers praised the Narberth team 
for the fine work done during the 
1916 season. Toastmaster Stites in 
his introductory remark reviewed 
some of the most interesting games, 
and concluded with the announcement 
that Mr. Berry, who is a Penn base 
ball star as well as a gridiron hero, 
would fill an infield position of Nar- 
berth's 1917 team And then there 
were more cheers. 

The gifts were presented by H. C. 
Gara. Each member of the team re- 
ceived a fine gold signet ring, the 
design being a ball player in the act 
of "heaving the hoss hide," as Earl 
Smith and Charley Dryden and Jimmy 
Isemenger and all the other veteran 
base ball writers would put it.

Official Scorer Earl Smith -was given 
a fine umbrella, and Collector of the 
Exchecquer Ray Jones was the re- 
cipient of an automobile robe.
